plicable. The graceful power that these 
geneuc behemoths display is truly as- 
tounding. But it is sull a world that is 
not self-contained. The players that are 
involved are not just players, they are 
humans as well. 

The man they call simply “Air Jor- 
dan” knew this more than anyone else 
in—Or more accurately near, since his 
level was such a rarely atiained one—his 
posiuon. The death of his father, James 
Jordan, only served to quickly clarify a 
situaion that had been coming into 
Michael's focus for many years. 

He knew that his fame and exposure 
were limiting factors in his growth as a 
member of his family and as person 

His father urged him to retire after 
his first championship in 1991, but 
Michael had to build on his already 
successful career, which is what it was 
to Jordan, a career. 

He was well aware of what put the 
money in his pocket, of why people 
were contunually interested in giving 
him money for putting a round ball in a 
round hole, and now he has enough.

Rice writes in whatever direcuon 
the characters lead her. “I really follow 
my insuncts and my books are not 
patterned on anything,” Rice said 
“They are very hard to describe 
there's not anything quite like them.” 

One of the main problems she en- 
counters is finding ume to write. It 
takes her two to three months with no 
outside interrupuons to complete a 
book 

“If I don’t have this penod of ume, 
1 will go insane,” she said.
